Some log drives were made on Provo River in 1882. Later, from 1883 
until in the nineties, hewed ties were driven down this river. Four or five 
different contractors were at work at various times but all combined in driving 
the ties. The largest drive, consisting of 350,000 ties, was made about 1886. 

Charcoal was produced and many carloads were shipped to the Salt Lake 
smelters. To supply the needs of the early settlers, the willows along the 
creeks were used for gun powder. Mountain mahogany was procured for 


such articles as drum 
sticks and flutes. The 
cottonwood along the 
canyon bottoms and 
aspen from the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of 
Salt Lake City were 
used in conjunction 
with rags for the man- 
ufacture of paper on 
which the Deseret 
News was printed for 


many years. Today one 
mav see old stumps on 
the most rugged parts 
of the mountains close 
to Salt Lake City and 
other early settlements. 
These tell better than 
words how valuable 
trees were in the devel- 
opment of Utah.
